FOLLOWS: 

1. CONCEPT AND OBJECTIVE: INTERNATIONAL EDITION NEWSWEEK 
RECENTLY PUBLISHED THREE-PART SERIES ARTICLES ENTITLED 
"THE ARTS IN AMERICA." IN INTRODUCTION TO SERIES, 

NEWSWEEK SAID: "THE UNITED STATES IS EXPERIENCING THE 
GREATEST ORGY OF CULTURAL ACHIEVEMENT IN ALL OF HISTORY - 
A DAZZLING AND BEWILDERING MANIFESTATION OF ARTISTIC 
ACHIEVEMENT THAT DRAMATIZES AS NEVER BEFORE BOTH THE 
PROBLEMS AND THE POSSIBILITIES THAT ART POSES FOR MANKIND." 
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BOTH THE CURRENT OUTBURST OF CULTURAL ACHIEVEMENT AND

SIGNIFICANT U.S. CULTURAL CONTRIBUTIONS OF PAST HAVE 
GENERALLY ESCAPED AWARENESS AND ADMIRATION OF SPANIARDS. 
SPANIARDS STILL TEND TO VIEW U.S. AS CULTURALLY BARREN 
SOCIETY OBSESSED WITH MATERIALISM AND GENERALLY DEVOID 
OF SPIRITUAL VALUES. THEIR CULTURAL ADMIRATION IS MOST 
OFTEN RESERVED FOR FRANCE, TO SOME DEGREE FOR GERMANY 
AND GREAT BRITAIN, AND PREDOMINANTLY FOR THEIR OWN RICH 
HERITAGE. THESE ATTITUDES REVEALED FREQUENTLY IN 
CONVERSATIONS, LECTURES, BOOKS, AND MAGAZINE AND NEWSPAPER 
ARTICLES. THEY HAVE UNDERLYING POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE TO 
EXTENT THAT SPANIARDS ARE INCLINED TO HAVE INFLATED VIEW 
OF THEIR OWN CULTURAL SOPHISTICATION AND CANNOT SEE 
THEMSELVES AS HAVING MUCH IN COMMON WITH WHAT THEY MAY 
CONSIDER CULTURALLY DEPRIVED NATION NOTWITHSTANDING ITS 
ECONOMIC AND MILITARY POWER. OBJECTIVE OF THIS TOUR 
WOULD BE TO EXPOSE SPANIARDS TO AMERICA'S CULTURAL 
ACHIEVEMENTS - PAST AND PRESENT - TO CORRECT THEIR 
IGNORANCE AND START BUILDING TOWARD BROADER UNDERSTANDING 
AND ADMIRATION OF THIS VITAL ASPECT OF U.S. SOCIETY. 

CULTURAL ACHIEVEMENT IS DEFINED TO INCLUDE AMERICAN 
APPRECIATION OF CULTURAL ACHIEVEMENTS OF OTHER COUNTRIES 
AS EVIDENCED BY ARTISTIC WORKS IN LEADING MUSEUMS, 
COMPOSITIONS PERFORMED BY SYMPHONY ORCHESTRAS, PLAYS 
PRODUCED ON BROADWAY AND ELSEWHERE, ETC. 

2. PROJECT: SEND UP TO SIX LEADING SPANISH CULTURAL 
WRITERS AND CRITICS WHO HAVE OUTLETS IN THE COUNTRY'S 
MOST INFLUENTIAL NEWSPAPERS AND MAGAZINES TO U.S. FOR 
21 -DAY TOUR OF THE ARTS IN AMERICA, EXPOSING THEM TO 
BOTH PAST AND PRESENT CULTURAL ACHIEVEMENTS IN THE 
PLASTIC ARTS, ARCHITECTURE, MUSIC, DANCE, THEATER, FILMS, 

AND LITERATURE BY MEANS OF VISITING ART GALLERIES AND 
MUSEUMS, UNIVERSITIES, ATTENDING PERFORMANCES, INTER- 
VIEWING OUTSTANDING FIGURES IN ARTS, TOURING CULTURAL 
CENTERS, VISITING ARCHITECTURAL MASTERPIECES AND LEARNING 
WHAT GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS ARE DOING TO STIMULATE 
ARTS. 

3. COST: DOMESTIC TRAVEL AND PER DIEM U.S. TO BE FUNDED 
FROM GOE AT APPROXIMATE COST OF $8000 AND INTERNATIONAL 
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TRAVEL ROUND-TRIP MADRID-NEW YORK FUNDED FROM CU BUDGET 

AT APPROXIMATE COST OF $2,000. DOMESTIC TRAVEL AND 

PER DIEM COSTS U.S. ESTIMATED TO INCLUDE ESCORT-INTERPRETER. 

4. TRAVEL DATES: AT AGENCY'S CONVENIENCE BEFORE END 
FY-74 AND SUMMER HIATUS IN ARTS, THEATER, MUSIC, ETC. 

5. AGENCY ACTION REQUESTED: ASSIGN THROUGH FOREIGN 
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PRESS CENTER CULTURALLY KNOWLEDGEABLE, SPANISH-SPEAKING 
OFFICER TO ORGANIZE PROGRAM AND SERVE AS ESCORT-INTERPRETER 
AS HOYT WARE DID SO SUPERBLY FOR SOCIAL PROBLEMS PROJECT 
AND WORK OUT NECESSARY INTERNATIONAL TRAVEL ARRANGEMENTS 
WITH CU. 

6. SUGGESTED ITINERARY AND PROGRAM: AS WITH SOCIAL 
PROBLEMS PROJECT, POST BELIEVES IT WILL BE NECESSARY FOR 
AGENCY-ASSIGNED OFFICER AND FOREIGN PRESS CENTER ORGANIZE 
DEFINITIVE ITINERARY AND PROGRAM IN ACCOORDANCE WITH 
AFOREMENTIONED OBJECTIVES, BEARING IN MIND EXPECTATION 
IS NOT PRINCIPALLY TO INFLUENCE PARTICIPANTS BUT INSPIRE 
THEM TO WRITE OBJECTIVELY BUT FAVORABLY ABOUT THEIR 
EXPERIENCES TO REACH A LARGE AND IMPORTANT NATIONAL 
AUDIENCE. POST REALIZES THAT ORGANIZATION OF SUCH A 
PROGRAM WILL BE EXTREMELY DIFFICUPY BECAUSE OF 
DIVERSITY AND RELATED NATURE OF ARTS, OR SUB-TOPICS, 

INVOLVED UNDER BROAD CULTURAL OBJECTIVE. LISTED BELOW 
ARE SOME SUGGESTIONS, MANY OF WHICH WERE TAKEN FROM 
NEWSWEEK ARTICLES AND MAY BE USEFUL IN DRAWING UP 
PROGRAM. THESE SUGGESTIONS SEEM RATHER COMPREHENSIVE 
CONCERNING CONTEMPORARY CULTURAL SCENE BUT PROBABLY DO 
NOT ADEQUATELY COVER PAST CULTURAL ACHIEVEMENTS.
